Countries abroad, it seems, re¬ 
cently have found It tough going 
to measure up to those ancient 
and honorable sagas. In crisis, 
they’ve been falling flat on their 
faces amid a hoary heap of his¬ 
tory books. One after another 
those proud old countries have 
; crumbled and fallen bitterly 
J apart at the first hint of na- 
[ tional shock. 

American traditions, on the 
other hand, and the American 
way of life, are standing up 
pretty well, everything con¬ 
sidered. 

A typical American phenomen¬ 
on shows up in a Fortune survey 
recently concluded. The pheno¬ 
menon of a hundred million Dem¬ 
ocrats and Republicans, who 
tangled not many months ago in 
as pretty a pitched battle as ever 
seen at Donnybrook, drawing po¬ 
litical blood on every quarter. 
Then the bell rang and the na¬ 
tional election was called. The 
dust settled and the world saw 
that 45 percent of the voters had 
voted against Roosevelt and 55 
percent of the voters had elected 
him. 

“Traditionally” in many lands, 
that would have meant a 
smashed cabinet, a pogrom or 
two, and a strong-arm neighbor 
marching in to take over. Here 
it meant a vociferous opposition 
party, which, as the world crisis 
closes in so even the average 
citizen can feel it, seeks to help, 
not to hinder, the strength and 
solidarity of the nation. 

While the president’s policies 
still aren’t the answer to every- 
man’s prayer, Americans note 
the times of stress and are slow¬ 
ly welding together in a reason¬ 
able support of the nation’s head

PICTURE FRAMING 


Although savage air attacks 
upon English cities are reducing 
many homes, buildings and hos¬ 
pitals to rubble, it is not the de¬ 
struction of such edifices that 
will win the war for Germany. 
Strangulation of Britain oy a sea 
blockade Ls the grim weapon 
which Germany is wielding with 
renewed furry to break the vital 
supply lines to that Island. The 
gathering effectiveness of U-boat 
warfare in crippling those lines 
is evident in the toll of British 
shipping revealed by . the British 
Admiralty. Up to March 9, more 
than 5 million tons had been 
lost—almost one-fourth the ton¬ 
nage with which Britain entered 
the war 18 months ago. This 
loss, greater than that suffered 
by England and her allies during 
the first 31 months of World 
War I„ does not include dam¬ 
aged ships laid up for repair, 
nor those lost due to collisions in 
blacked-out ports — a number 
which is believed to be consider¬ 
able. Part of this 5-million ton 
loss has been recouped by new 
construction, and by Ships pur¬ 
chased from friendly powers. 
Nevertheless, it is on her open 
seaways, exposed to inces=ant at¬ 
tack by bombers, raiders, and 
prowling U-baots. that Britain 
still stands imperiled.

Sift together 3 cups flour, 1 tea¬ 
spoon salt, 1 teaspoon baking pow¬ 
der and 1 teaspoon baking soda. Add 
to first mixture Fold in H cup chop¬ 
ped salted peanuts, 1 tablespoon cold 
water and 1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Shape dough into small teaspoon 
portions and roll in the hands to 
shape into a ball. Place on a greased 
cookie sheet and press at right an¬ 
gles with a fork that has been dipped 
in cold water. Bake about 16 min¬ 
utes at 360 degrees. Yield: About 60
